The Coun- 
cils difcontinued their Seffions as is the Cuftom on 
folemn Feftivals, feveral Prifoners were fer at Li- 
berty, all the Bells were rung, and befides the Con- 
courfe of the chief of the Nobility who came to the 
Palace co kifs the rag Hand, the People flock’d 
to the great Square in. fo great Number, that the 
King and Queen to thew how fenfible they were of 
the Affection of their Subjects, appear'd in the Bal- 
conies. Then the Square and all the adjoyning 
Streets rung with Acclamations: And at Night there 
were Bonfires and Illuminations throughout the 
City. The 30th the Magiftrates of the City went 
in Ceremony to kifs the King’s Hand, and made a 
general Proceffion so the Church of our Lady of 
Atocha : There are to be like Proceffions daily to 
different -Churches till the 8th of this Month, The 
Duke of Berwick went from hence the 23d _patft, 
and ‘tis nor yet ‘known whether he is gone to the 
Frontiers of Arragon or towards the Kingdom of. 
Valencia. Don Miguel Pons being abroad with 
{ome Troops, furpriz'd a Party of 300 Rebels be- 
tween Medina-Celi and Huerta, and put moft of 
them to the Sword. | :

Paru, Feb, 19. The Chevalier de Gouyon {ent 
from the Ifland of Minorca the 24th of laft Month 
by the Count de Villars, arriv’d the 13th of this 
Month, and brought the following News. The 
Count de Villars arriv’d at Port Mahoni the ift of 
January with 3 Ships of War, fome Tranfport Ships, 
and a Battallion of Marines. He found Port Philip 
invefted by the Rebels of the Ifland who revolted 
6 Months before, and by 6 or oo Englifh, Dutch, 
and Portuguefe, to the Number of 4 or 5000 Men 
inall ; {> that rhere was no ftirring out beyond the 
Covert-Way. He prefently made the neceffary Dif- 
pofitions for attacking them. The 5th in the Mor- 
ning he caus’d 2 Battallions of. French commanded 
by M. de la Jonquiere and de la Rochealard, 1 Bac- 
tallien of Spaniards and 3 Companies of Grena- 
diers, to march out of the Caftle ; and joyn’d them 
with the Battallion of Marines commanded by M. 
de la Valette, He advanc’d to the Enemy with this 
fmall Body, making about 1400 Men. The Fight 
was dubious for half an Hour, becaufe of the Dif- 
ficulry of the Ground, and the Entrenchments thar 
cover'd the Enemy and were neceffarily to be forc’d. 
Bot the Count de Villars advancing to cut off one 
part of them from the other, and M. de la Jor- 

iere caufing them to be attack’d in Flank by a 

etachment of Grenadiers, pur them into Diforder 
and forc’d them to betake themfelves to Flight. The 
Spaniards fought with great Valour, and the Gre- 
nadiers commanded by M. de Gouyon, Charron, and 
Morlezun, purfued them to the Town of Mahon, 
which furrendred the next Day. The Towns of 
Leord, Mercados, Formelle, and Ciudadele, fur- 
rendred the following Days. Pardon was granted 
to the’ Rebels, and it was thought fufficient to dif- 


armthem. ‘Thus the whole Ifland was in lefs then 
feven Days reduc’d to the Obedience of the King of 


Spain, with no more lofsthan of 40 Men kill’d or 
Wounded, among which are 5 Officers. wounded 


and 1 Spanith Officer kill'd 5 whereas of the Kebels 
above 300 were kill’d on the f{por, and feveral 
Leaders of the Revole caken, tho’ fomeefcap'd. 


_ Hague, Feb, 15. Yefterday Baron Schraettau; 
the Pruffian Minifter, acquainted the Corgrefs 
‘ thar. the King his Mafter had acknowledg’d King 
* Staniflaus, who had reciprocally acknowledg’d his 
‘Title. It being the general Opinion here, thac the 
‘ King of Pruffia has all the good Intentions imagi- 
‘ nable with regard to the Common Canfe, ’tis be- 
* liev’d he did not come to this Refolution before he 
* was perfectly well affur’d of the good Intentions 
‘ ofthe King of Sweden. ’Tis rumour'd here, per- 
‘ haps without Ground, that there isa quadruple 
* Alliance between thofe two Kings and the two 
‘ Kings of Poland. The 13th Inftant Count Rech- 
‘ teren fet out from hence, to go to the Courts of 
‘ Hanover, Daffeldorp, Heffe-Caffel, &c, and is to 
‘ return hither before he goes for Vienna ; where 
‘ General Dopf is fuppos’d to be arriv’d by this 
‘ Time. The augmenting our Naval Forces is un- 
‘ der the Deliberation of the Council of State, 
‘ An Expreis ftom’ Caffel bas brought an Account, 
‘that the Landgrave of Heffe-Caffel is difpos'd to 
‘ let part of his ‘Troops continue in Italy, that is to 
‘ fay 5 Regiments of Foot and 1 of Horfe.. Letters 
‘from Paris of the «ith Inftant advife, that thar 
‘ Court and Miniftry are very ftill and quiet; whicn 
* together with the flownefs of their military Prepa- 
* rations, make fome believe the Court are in Hopes 
‘ of afpeedy Peace ; atthe fame Time {uch as fre- 
‘ quent the Court moft, fay they can learn nothing 
‘ certain of it. Befides the 25 Millions which the 
‘ Clergy have been oblig’d to advance for Mintbills, 
‘ "tis talk'd the Secretaries will be requit’d to furnith 
‘ 12 Millions ; by which Means ’tis hop’d fo few of 
‘ thofe Bills will be left in Commerce, that they will 
‘ rife almoft to a Par with Specie. At prefent a 
* great Number of Minubills are iffued to the mili- 
‘ sary Officers, who find it very difficult to get half 
‘the Value in Money for them. Ic began to be 
‘ talk’d at Court, that the Duke of Orleans will 
‘ not make the next Campaign, becaufe the Defign 
‘ of reentring Piemont appear’d more and more dif- 
‘ ficuls. The beft Troops of France are to act in 
‘ Flanders under the Duke of Vendome. 
Hague, Beb. 18. * The 15th Inftant an Exprefs 
“ was fent to the Landgrave of Heffe Caffel, with 
‘ Letters importing, that whereas he appears un- 
‘ willing to let any more than half the Number of 
‘ his Troops remain in Icaly, ‘tis moft earneftly de- 
* fired he would confent that the whole Number 
‘ may contioue there, the rather becaufe he has al- 
‘ ways defir’d that his Body of Men fhould act to- 
‘ gether. ’Tis probable it will not be many Days 
‘ before we hear thof@Troops are in Motion ; for 
* we are inform’d Orders to that purpofe are fent to 
‘ the Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel : Thofe Or- 
‘ ders are founded on the Agreements made with 
f his Imperial Majefty when this State fent Troops 
* to Iralv, it being then agreed that the Contributi- 
‘ ons rais’d fhould be fhar’d. Now feeing the Im- 
‘ perialifts receive Contributions from the Great 
* Duke of Tufcany, the Duke of Parma, and others, 
* "cis thought bur juft here co demand thofe of the 
‘ Ecclefiaftical State. And thereupon the Heredi- 
‘ rary Prince is order’d to fignify to the Legates of 
* Bologe2 and Ferrara, that they are not to pay to 
‘ the Imperialifts the Contributions demanded of 
‘ them, but to our Troops, on the Penalry of pay- 
* Ing twice, and even double the firft Payment. He 
‘ is likewife to wara the Imperialifts to retire _ 
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of the Ecclefiaftical Territories; and to. diflodge 
« them by Force if they will not do it quietly. "Tis 
* propos’d by this Expedient to oblige the Court of 
“Rome to do Juftice in the Affair of Munfter ; for 
“there is ground to believe that being intimidated 
* by the Menaces of the Imperialifts, that Court de- 


_ ¢ fign to Spin out this Bufinefs which the States are 


‘ fo defirous and fo much concern’d to fee brought 
‘ fairly to an End. Order is fent to the Minifter 
* of this State refiding at Cologne to acquaint the 
¢ Nuncio herewith; and to let him underftand, that 
‘ the Court of Rome may by doing fpeedy Juftice 
* obtain at leaft an Abatement of the Contributions 
* demanded. While this Expedient is executing in 
« Jealy, an Bye will. be had to the Bifhoprick of Mun- 
* fter: Some Regiments being order’d towards that 
‘ Frontier. The Pruffian Minifter has notified in 
* Form to the Prefident for the Week of the Council 
* of Stace, that the King his Mafter bas acknow- 
« ledg’d King Staniflaus. He faid, that by Virtue

‘ Pruffian Majefty and Poland, he was oblig’d to 
acknowledge within a cercain Time fuch Perfon 


‘ And that King Auguttus having abdicated, King

* added, that the King his Mafter continues in an 
* abfolute Neutrality with refpect to the Affairs of 
* Poland, and that in whac he bas done there is 
‘ nothing prejudicial to the Common Caufe, for 
‘ which he will always preferve the fame good Dif- 
‘ pofition he has thewn hitherto. Some Minifters: 
© have in Converfation \intimated to Baron Schmet- 
‘rau, that they fuppos’d this Acknowledgement of 
‘ King Staniflaus would put bis Mafter in Poffeffion 
of Elbing and-part of Ermeland ; but he anfwer’d 
‘ that he knew nothing of that. The Ambaffador 
‘of Mufcovy has within thefe 3 Days prefented an- 
“ other Memorial to the States, defiring them anew 
* not to intermeddle in the Affairs of Poland. Let- 
* ters from: Paris ofthe 14th fay, the Marfhal de 
* Theffle would not be going for Dauphine till the 
‘ 17th, and that the Duke of Orleans will not fet 
* out till fome Poffibiliry appear of his reentring 
Piemont ; and therefore ‘tis fuppos’d he will not 
‘ make the Campaign atall. That an Exprefs from 
‘ Madrid’ had bronght a Conformation of the 
* Dutchefs of Anjou’s being great with Child : That 
‘ the Preparations for War go on very flowly, tho’ 
‘twas given out the Campaign would be begun 
‘early. That the Minrbills bad caus’d fome Tu- 
mults; and that therehad been a great Difturb- 
* anceabout them, in rhe very Houfe of the Trea- 
* furer of the Funds for the Extraordinary Charge 
‘of the War, fome Officers threatening him very

Hague, Feb.22. * The States of Holland are fe-
